Legal and medical advisory boards 


are belnjf appointed in all districts. 
Registrants will receive free advice 
from tho boards and\ will b& assisted 
in filling out their blanks. . 


The Questions on ilcnenflents are 


framed so 113 to meet all circumstanc- 
es and bring1 out all Information of 
value to tho exemption boards. This 
Information will be the consideration 
of tho board in placing the men In 
their respective classes.- 


Each registrant will .receive one of 


the auostlonnalrs and'. will be com- 
pelled to fill it out and return the sumo 
to his local board within seven days. 


After filling out the .inside pagos of
